et Arms, Dur Sheriffs in that part, conjunctly and ſeverally, ſpectally con- 


n ſtitute, Gꝛeeting: Fozaſmuch, as by an Act and Pzoclamation of Our Pꝛiby 
Council, of the date, the tenth day of January, 1690 years, The Lozds of Our 
Pꝛiby Council, by og Varrand and Authozity , Did Require and Command 
the Commiſſioners of Alleſſnent „ oz Exciſe , oz either of them, where any of 
Our Fozces have been Muartered, to make Intimation by beating of Dzums , and 
publick Pꝛoclamation at the ſeveral Mercat-Croſſes, that the Land-Lozds and others might 
bzing in their Accompts, due by Our Foꝛces to them, betwirt and the twentieth day of Fes 
bruary laſt by:paſt; And We Conſidering, That by an Act of the Second Seſſion of Our 
Current Parliament, there is a Fond ſecured foꝛ payment of what is due by Our Fozces to 
the Countrey ; And We out of? Dur Royal Care, being carneſtly deſirous that theſe who 

 haveſo ſeaſonably and willingly furniſhedany of Our Fozces, with Peat, Dzink, Forage, 
and other neceſſary Pzoviſions, oz have adbanced , oz payed to them any ſums of Money foz 
their Subſiſtence, ſhould be thankfully re⸗imburſed, and ſatisfted foz the ſamine; And in 
reſpect that the fozmer Pzoclamation took not its full effect, and that ſince the day therein 
p:efixed, there may be Debts contracted by Our Foꝛtes, pet reſting unpayed; Therefoze 
We, with Advice of Dur Pꝛivy Council, Do hereby Allow and O2datn, the ſaids Land-lozds 
to repair to the ſaids Commiſſioners of Aſſeſſment and Exciſe, oꝛ any two of them, and befoze 
them ſkate and verifie by Wit, oz Witneſſes, how many Soldiers were quartered on them, 
and how long, and by Wit, oz the Dathofthe Land-lozd, what they addanced to them, 
not exceeding two thirds of their Pay, and that they have reccived no part thereof, and repoꝛt 
the ſaids Accompts due to them by the Fozces, as well upon the Scots as Engliſh Eſtabliſh; 
ment, with the vertfications and pꝛobations thereof, to the Clerks of Our Þzivy Council; 
betwirt and the firſt day of November next to tome, with Certification to the ſaids Land-16zds 
and others, to whom Our laids Foꝛtes are adebted, that if the ſaids Actompts be not repoꝛt⸗ 
ed betwirt and the ſaid day, that thereafter they (hall be underſtood as ſatisfted: And to the 
end that all perſons concerned may have timous notice of Our p lealure in the Pzemilles; Pur 
Will is herefoze, and We Charge you ſtraitly and Coinm and, that ye paſſe to the Mercat⸗ 

Croſs of Edinburgh , and the remanent Mercat- Croſles of the Head-burghs of the ſeveral 
Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and in Our Name and Authoztty, make 
Publication hereof, that none may pꝛetend ignoꝛance. And We Oꝛdain theſe Pzeſents to be 
Pzinted, aud Publiſhed in manner fozeſatd, =
